Since my last report two. ponens have escaped, and , 


they are still at large. 
` The percentage o recoveries since my last report com- 
pares very f ivorably with the results obtained in all well 
managed asylums. ۱ S 
The death rate for the last biennial period i is somewhat 
higher than for the preceding two years. This increase 1 is: 
mainly due to the large number of cases which; having 
been failing for many years past, came at last to that . 
point where the slender thread of life could hold soül and 
body together no longer, and parting, released the sufferer 
from an existence out of which the light of hope ‘had 
long 6 been extinguished. In some cases it wasa 
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surnrisé to me that the power of resisting death lasted so 


much longer than the condition of the patients seemed to 


indicate it could. No-epidemic or general sickness has 
prevailed, aud the health of the householdhas been and 


still is, generally speaking, quite good. The present de- , 
sirable ‘sanitary condition has been materially promoted. . 


by the outdoor exercise which the patients take in the・ 
large and shady airing-courts during the, pleasant weather 
and by the amusements provided for them when the in- 
element weather keeps, them in doors. I regret 0 haye 
to chronicle one death from suicide; but I do not think 
that blame can attach to any one, under the circumstances 


of the case. We had no suicidal, history of the patient,” 


and he was, apparently, convalescing when he committed 
the act: The hisfery of all asylums contain mention of 
such-cases, and nó degree of vigilance seems able to pre- 
vent their taking place. : : 


In the. ease ۶ death ` from fracture of the skull the 
circumstances were ás follows: A patient who had been 
in the institution a ‘Tong time without ever: manifesting a 
disposition to injure others, was oceupying a sleeping 
room with another patient, and rising in the night, strück 
his room mate on the head. with a vessel, causing à frac- 
ture of the skull, from the effects of which the injured 
man died. ‘Since the occurrence of this sad event, I have 
kept the offending patient under such restraint. as to pre- 
vent him doing turther mischief to himself or others, ۱ 
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AMUSEMENTS. 
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- The amusements have consisted, as heretofore,in games, 
such as chieckers, dominoes, cards, dancing, etc., to which 
have been added magie lantern exhibitions, for which T, 
purchased a number of à new vi ews last year, and readings. 
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The patients appear to appreciate the. efforts ‘made to 


direct their attention from self and enjoy the amusements- 
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` provided for their pleasure and gratification. : 
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The methods aretora in vogue iń this Hospital for

what I bave been in the habit of using, in the treatment. 


of epilepsy, .viz.: the bromides, attention to the sécre-

I have this administered twice a day to such epileptic. | 
patients. as are not of a very fall habit. As yet, I am not, 


in this distressing affection, - My method of administéring 


the drag is to dilute it with equal. parts of alcohol and, 
give from five to ten drops of the mixture by inhalation, 


in a cornucopia made of blotting paper folded four times. 


prepared to report upon the results of the treatment, but 
it seems in some cases to do much good by Tes the 
frequency and severity of the fits. 


For further information regarding the operations of the 
Hospital for the past two years, and since the founding of 
the institution; I respectfully. vefer you to.the complete 
and explicit tables contained in the appendix to this re- 
port. I would particularly call your attention to table 
IV, showing the “duration , of insanity before. entrance, 
and result of treatment," as indicating the large percent- 
age of recoveries on admissions in those cases in which 


the sufferers are brought under treatment at an early date 


after the onset of the disease. It will be noticed that in 


those’ cases ‘where the duration of the disease was’ less 


than one month before entrance into the Hospital out of 
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twenty-five patients, nineteen: recovered and three were 
discharged as improved.

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EARLY TREATMENT. ۱ 

The subject of the early treatment of the insane has 

for many years occupied the attention of all who hàve 
been brought j in contact with this class of patients, and it 

' will be only repeating what has been so often said by 
every one who has ‘had the supervision Of an ásylúm, w when 
I urge upon the attention' of the people of this State the’ 
great necessity of prompt and proper treatment of such 
patients at the very outset of the attack. You will notice 
that iti is not only: prompt treatment that is required, but 
also proper treatment, and this latter can only be given in- 

i institutions’ specially adapted and provided for the care of 
the insane. This is plainly shown by the unauimous 

_ opinion of all medical superintendents as well as by the 

' evidence of non-medical men, members of boards of 
trustees for asylúms, and who have devoted much atten- 
tion- to. the subject, by: virtue of their official positions. 

. Tn some Statesiof the Union a portion of the insane popu- 

lation had been kept in county jails and poor-houses, with‏ ۔ 
great detriment to themselves and society until investiga-‏ 
tions were instituted, aud, it was found that the practice‏ 
was radically- wrong; Hot only «doing great injustice to‏ 
the patient by 0089 him of his chance for recovery‏ 
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aud lowering him to the level of a common. pauper, or , 


even criminal; but also to the State, by making:;a chronic -

An institution of this description ought to be 
erected án 'Oregon for one thousand dollars | per patient.

A committee appointed 
by the General Assembly of Veimont (1876) to investigate
